Assign Andrews 
To Shea's Court 
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The trial of DeanAdam Jr., indicted for 

perjury Thursday Dy the UrTeamsParisIi Grand Jury in con- 
nection with District Attorney ; Jim Garrison’s assassination 
probe, has been assigned to Criminal District Court Judge 
Frank J. Shea. yf ' 

Andrews will be arraigned 
within 10 days. 

He was questioned before 
the Grand Jury for two hours 
Thursday, his second appear- 
ance before the jury in two 
weeks. 


ANDREWS TOLD the War- 
ren Commission that a man 
named Clay Bertrand had 
telephoned him after the as- 
sassination of President John 
F. Kennedy and asked him 
to defend Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, the man named by the 
commission as the lone as- 
sassin. 

Garrison has accused Clay 
L. Shaw, a wealthy New Or- 
leans businessman, of using 
Clay Bertrand as an alias 
and of conspiring to commit 
the Kennedy murder. Shaw, 
following a four-day prelim- 
inary hearing, was bound over 
for trial by a three-judge pan- 
el yesterday. 

TTie Warren Commission in- 
vestigation failed to turn up 
a Clay Bertrand. 

Andrews, who told the com- 
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mission he had seen the mat 
he thought was Bertrand 01 
two occasions, apparently 
cannot identify .Shaw as Ber 
trand.
